After 13 Years 


Mrs. Charles M. Clark 
of El Segundo, one of Iho 
few remaining Sierra Ma¬ 
dre pioneers, visited 
friends here last week fol¬ 
lowing an absence of 13 
years. 

Mrs. Clark, now 94 years 
old. fouri I many changes 
in the business section 
and in iho neighborhood 
of her former residence 
which is now occupied by 
the British Home. 

Her husband, a native 
of Middleboro, Mass., came 
to Sierra Madre in 1885 
and opened the city’s first 
hardware store in part¬ 
nership with his cousin, 
Waiter S. Andrews, on the 
present site of Rooss Mar¬ 
ket. He retired from busi¬ 
ness in 1921 and died in 
1939 at the age of 91. 


Whether Sierra Madre will 
be permitted to enter a float 
in this year’s Rose Parade on 
New Year’s Day will be de¬ 
cided Friday night.

Joan MacDonald, club chair- 
man in charge of the float 
for Sierra Madre, presented 
Mr. Allen with a letter from 
three Sierra Madreans re¬ 
questing permission to enter 
the float. 


A survey among parents of Sierra Madre school-age 
children will be taken to determine whether the fourth, 
fifth and sixth graders here should participate in a 
released time program for religious education. 

This was decided by the Sierra Madre Board of Educa¬ 
tion at its meeting Tues¬ 
day night following another 
request that a released time 
plan be instituted. 

The request came in the 
form of a letter from the 
Sierra Madre Ministerial As¬ 
sociation, which was signed 
by Rev. Donald H. Ostrander, 


minister of Trinity Presbyte¬ 
rian Church and president of 
the assocation. 


TKE LETTER was signed 
by Mayor Charles H. James, 
Mrs. Barden and Dr. Paul 
Narcowioh, president of the 
Coordinating Council. 

Mr. Allen explained that 
there are 12 applicants and 
only five vacancies. Sierra 
Madre failed to enter a float 
in the parade in 1957 for the 
first time in many years and 
thus lost its preferential po¬ 
sition as a participant in the 
Rose Parade. 

The City Council, largely 
through tl\e efforts of Mayor 
James, has allocated $1,000 
to help support the float. 
However, possibly as much 
as an additional $1,000, or 
at least $500, will have to 
be raised.

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Five Trees Noted for 
Lovely Autumn Colors 


TWO HANDY LOCATIONS FOR YOUR CONVENIENCE 


If the word "autumn" were included in a word asso¬ 
ciation test the responses might, range from “football" to 
“turkey,” but a great many might simply be "leaves." 
Often immortalized pictorially and in song, lovely deep- 
hued leaves have long been a favorite symbol of fall. 

Many trees are noted for 
lovely autumn colors and 
from among them the Cali¬ 
fornia Association of Nurs¬ 
erymen particularly recom¬ 
mends five which are great 
favorites throughout the 
state: the Japanese Maple, 

Sweet Gum, Tulip Tree, Chi¬ 
nese Pistache and Maiden¬ 
hair Tree. 

The Japanese Maple (acer 
palmatum) has beauty of 
habit as well as attractive 
fall coloring. Growing from 
10 to 25 feet in height and 
spreading from 8 to 30 feet 
in width, this almost round- 
headed tree has slender 
branches which look well 
when clothed with leaves 
during three seasons of the 
year and when barren in 
winter. 

The leaves, which are 
small, transparent (in effect, 
not in actuality) and deeply- 
lobed, are reddish when they 
first appear, then turn to a 
clear, light green and finally 
to a brilliant red before 
dropping. 

THE JAPANESE MAPLE 

prefers moist, well drained 
soil and partial shade. This 
graceful tree makes an ex¬ 
cellent tub specimen and is 
good to use as a colorful ac¬ 
cent among other trees or to 
be planted next to water or 
lawns. 

The brilliant fall color show 
put on by the Sweet Gum 
(liquid amber styraciflua) 
each year has made it one 


of the most popular decidu¬ 
ous trees in California. Its 
tall, pyramidal habit a n d 
star-shaped leaves also bring 
it acclaim whether used on 
lawns, by streets or as a 
specimen in small gardens. 
This tree grows up to 40 feet 
tal and spreads from 8 to 25 
feet, depending upon the 
pruning treatment it re¬ 
ceives. The vivid fall color¬ 
ing of this handsome tree 
includes crimsoti, orange and 
yellow, making it most im¬ 
pressive. The Sweet Gum 
adapts to sun or partial 
shade equally well and 
thrives in deep, fertile, moist 
soil. 

The Tulip Tree (lirioden- 
drum tulipflora) gets its 
name from its unusual flow¬ 
ers which hloom each sum¬ 
mer after the tree has ma¬ 
tured. This is another large 
tree and therefore requires 
elbow room around its plant- 
ingsife. A narrow pyramid in 
shape, the Tulip Tree grows 
to 50 or 70 feet in height. 
The strange saddle shape of 
the leaves, which change 
from shiny light green to 
clear yellow each fall, adds 
to its attractiveness. 

THE CHINESE PISTACHE 

(pistacia chinensis) has dec¬ 
orative fruit as well as vivid 
autumn coloring. This is a 
heavy-foliaged, round-head¬ 
ed tree with a short, stout 
trunk. It grows from 30 to 60 
feet tall and about as wide. 
The seasonal coloring ranges 
from the red of the small, 
new leaves in spring, through 
the bright green summer 
leaves to brilliant fall colors 
of red and orange. This 
drought tolerant tree is har¬ 
dy to 20°F and grows best 
in hot inland areas.
